QUESTION: Do you not think that the Bible teaches 
baptism by sprinkling?—Name withheld by request. 


NEITHER THE HISTORICAL RECORDS of 
baptism in the Bible nor the doctrinal statements con- 
cerning baptism make any reference whatsoever to bap- 
tism by sprinkling. The Greek word baptizo means, strict- 
ly, “to dip” or “to bury.” The analogy between burial and 
baptism is clear and consistent throughout the Scriptures 
(Romans 6:4) regardless of the immediate reference of 
the word. Historically, when Jesus was baptized, He came 
up “straightway out of the water” (Matthew 3:16); when 
Philip baptized the Ethiopian eunuch, they “went down 
both into the water” (Acts 8:38); and Paul took the 
Philippian jailer with his family outside to baptize them, 
when there was, no doubt, enough water to sprinkle 
them inside the house (Acts 16:33, 34). To me it is per- 
fectly clear that the Bible historically, theologically, and 
etymologically teaches baptism by submersion or immer- 
sion in the water.

QUESTION: What are the seven spirits of God? What 
is their office work?—Mrs. J.H.B., Russell Springs, Ky. 


REVELATION 4:5 SPEAKS of the seven spir- 
its of God, but further identification than that is lacking 
in the Scriptures. These seven Spirits of God were visu- 
alized symbolically as seven lamps of fire burning before 
the throne. Most scholars understand this to be represen- 
tative of the perfect essence of God, since seven is the 
perfect number, and fire illuminates, warms, generates 
power, and symbolizes deity. Simply stated, the seven 
Spirits of God refer to the fulness or completeness of God.

Once an interviewer asked 
him, “Mr. Ford, how much money would you say the 
average person wants?” The questioner naturally expect- 
ed the reply to name some amount; instead, Mr. Ford 
replied, after a moment’s hesitation, “I would say that 
the average person wants a little more money.” 


How perfectly right that is. It is a manifest truth that 
very few people want a lot more money, yet almost every 
person wants a little more money. The search for ma- 
terial wealth is the most endless quest on earth, and at 
the same time the most fruitless, for, regardless of the 
amount accrued, there is that persistent desire for still a 
little more. The pauper wants only a little more money 
that he might have a decent living; the man with a de- 
cent living wants only a little more that he might pur- 
chase a home and perhaps a car; the man of moderate 
means wants only a little more that he might have a few 
of the luxuries of life; a man who enjoys a comfortable 
living wants only a little more money that he might be 
independent and own his own business; the man who 
owns his own business wants only a little more that he 
might expand enough to take care of his old age and his 
children; the capitalist wants a little more money that he 
might be able to monopolize his field. Never lived the man 
who had enough money. Material wealth can not satisfy; 
therefore, the man who searches for it can never be 
satisfied. That is why Jesus said, “Take heed, and be- 
ware of covetousness; for a man’s life consisteth not in 
the abundance of the things which he possesses” (Luke 
12:15).

THE SEARCH for knowledge is as endless as 
the struggle for money. When I was a boy I wondered if 
a person could ever learn so very much that he would 
have no desire whatsoever to learn another thing. It is 
as impossible for a man to learn so much that he does 
not care to learn anything else as it is for a man to have 
so much money that he does not care to earn another 
penny. The more a person knows, the more he wants to 
know, for the more his-curiosity is quickened. The more 
he knows, the more he realizes that in one lifetime he can 
no more than tap the measureless stream of knowledge. 
Dr. Ralph W. Sockman, in his book How to Live, pictures 
knowledge as an island and declares that the larger the 
island of knowledge, the longer the shoreline of curiosity. 
Each time a man learns something new, there are opened 
to him many other avenues of knowledge he will desire 
to explore. The man who struggles for gold can never 
have enough, but he always wants a little more. The man 
who searches for knowledge can never have enough, for 
he always wants a little more. So also it is with the man 
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who seeks for the riches of the Lord Jesus Christ and the 
knowledge of His wondrous grace. 


ANY DEGREE of Christian consecration sets 
in process a similar endless quest for more of God. It is 
impossible to be consecrated to God to any acceptable 
extent without having a deep yearning for more of con- 
secration, more of love, and more of His divine nature. 
The deeper we go in consecration, the farther we push 
the horizon of complacency from ourselves. There is no 
such thing as getting so much of grace and holiness that 
we care for no more. The more of His love we experience, 
the more of His nature we manifest, and the more of 
ourselves we give to Him, the greater the desire within us 
to have a little more of Him and to given a little more of 
ourselves. Each successive step of deeper consecration 
calls for still another step, for we can never be satisfied 
until we awake in His likeness.

HE INCIDENT from which these words are taken 

occurred on Monday of Passion Week. This is ad- 

mittedly a strange story; strange that is, in the 
sense of being unusual. Cursing and destruction were not 
the usual methods of Christ. With the above in mind, 
there is a challenge to every Christian. This text repre- 
sents two classes of people. 

The theme is divided into two parts, progress or 
perish, because every church and all Christians must be 
progressive. We must advance for Christ and always pro- 
mote Christ and His kingdom. If we don’t, we shall cease 
to exist; we shall break and crumble; we shall pass away, 
be destroyed. It all adds up to “we do or we die.” My 
theme could well be named “The Condemnation of Use- 
lessness.” 

This country has made great progress—commercially, 
socially, scientifically, economically, and industrially. We 
live in a world of modern conveniences; the people of 
this age lounge in luxuries the world over, and enjoy the 
best of transportation, days of rest and vacation. But the 
American people think little or nothing about a soul that 
will live with the blest or perish with the damned. In this 
world of business it is expected that a business establish- 
ment, an institution, or a person make progress. The 
same is true in the realm of Christ’s kingdom. 

The Man who, in three years of public ministry, 
changed the course of the world, said, “Go” make dis- 
ciples. Also, in Luke 19:12, 13, He said, “A certain noble- 
man went into a far country to receive for himself a 
kingdom, and to return. And he called his ten servants, 
and delivered them ten pounds, and said unto them, 
Occupy till I come.” It seems that Luke hung the keys 
of this parable outside the door for us. He would have us 
know we must be busy. Christians have a responsibility, 
a charge, a mission, a task to perform, a goal to attain. 
All of these are bestowed on Christians by the Head of 
the Church, Jesus Christ. Instead of Christians expecting 
to receive dignity and honor, a prince or a peer, private 
counsellors, or judges, they must accept the charge in 
Luke 19:13, “Occupy till I come.” He means for us to be 
busy “till I come.” As Paul told the church at Ephesus, 
“Awake thou that sleepest, and arise from the dead, and 
Christ shall give thee light. See then that ye walk cir- 
cumspectly, not as fools, but as wise, redeeming the time, 
because the days are evil,” Ephesians 5:14-16. Redeeming 
is not the ordinary word; it has as its base the market

place, and is a commercial word. Time in this verse means 
a special moment. As you receive a clear picture of this 
scripture you will see Greek merchants bargaining all 
their wares, waiting for the right moment to buy or sell.

Christ said “Trade till I come.” 
FROM THE CITY TO THE VILLAGE 

“And he left them, and went out of the city into 
Bethany; and he lodged there,” Matthew 21:17. 


JEsus WENT FROM the city to the village. 
It seemed to be such a short journey in points of mileage. 
It is but a short journey—from the city to Bethany. How 
far? Don’t tell me the distance in miles, statute or geo- 
graphically. From the city to Bethany was from a battle- 
field to a home. How far is that? I can tell you; itis a 
journey from strangeness to friendship. From the city to 
Bethany is a journey from riot, bloodshed, murder, to a 
warm love, to peace and rest. The house at Bethany was 
not grand, but the house was lined with the gold of love. 
HE MUST RETURN. RETURN TO WHAT? 
“Now in the morning as he returned into the city, he 
hungered,” Matthew 21:18. 


PEOPLE WHO reject Him, bid Him out of 
their coasts. Jesus Christ returned to His battlefield. Every 
godly person has his battlefield. Remember Adam and 
Eve, Moses, Joshua, Abraham, Joseph, Daniel, the three 
Hebrew children. What battlefields the Christians of the 
New Testament had! You have yours; I have mine. Every 
Christian must wrestle against the powers of wickedness. 
Christians must, at all times, make progress with the 
pilgrims or perish with those defeated by the devil. Paul 
said in Ephesians 6:11-13, “Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to stand against the wiles of 
the devil. For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, against the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, against spiritual wicked- 
ness in high places. Wherefore take unto you the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able to withstand in the 
evil day, and having done all, to stand.” It was one of the 
disciples who said, “Lord, it is good for us to be here; let 
us build.” Jesus could have said that morning in Bethany, 
“It is good to be here, warm in this house; the walls are 
like arms about me.’”One disciple could have said, “Tarry 
here until the storm is past.” 

CHRIST DEMANDS PRODUCTION 

“As he returned .. . he hungered.” Look at the natural 
condition in this incident. On the way to Jerusalem He 
onungered; by the well of Jacob He was thirsty; on the 
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mountain He was weary; in the ship He went to sleep. As 
He returned, He saw a fig tree. He was disappointed. This 

ree had a fruit-bearing name. Christians everywhere and 
@rvvinere have a fruit-bearing name. We are to bear 
the fruit of love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temperance, because there is 
no law against bearing such godly fruit. If you profess to 
be a Christian and there is no progress in your life for 
Christ, don’t be surprised if a curse is pronounced upon 
you. A curse fell on the fig tree, and there is no wonder. 
THE DOOM OF THOSE THAT DO NOT MEET THE NEED 
OF THE TIME 


A VERY VIVID picture concerning the 
prophets of Baal and the man of God is recorded in 
1 Kings, the 18th chapter. A people or a church that 
does not fulfill the purpose of its existence, what wonder 
if at last it is scrapped. Jesus plainly states in John 15:2, 
“Every branch in me that beareth not fruit he taketh 
away.” Verse 4, “Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch 
cannot bear fruit of itself, except it abide in the vine; 
no more can ye, except ye abide in me.” A great lesson for 
the disciples and for every Christian is recorded in He- 
brews, the 11th chapter, under the theme “Have Faith in 
God.” The condemnation of uselessness is made para- 
mount in Matthew 5:13. As Jesus taught the disciples 
concerning the kingdom, He said, “Ye are the salt of the 
earth: but if the salt have lost his savour, wherewith 
shall it be salted? It is thenceforth good for nothing, but 
to be cast out, and to be trodden under foot of men.” A 
Christian must be progressive in soul winning, in church 
attendance, in loyalty to God and His Church, in the 
small things, even though a person admits he has only 
one talent. In Matthew 25:14 a person was condemned 
for hiding his one talent. Someone asked, “Will this be 
the law of procedure always?” Most certainly. What will 
happen to a church? No vision . . . no love .. . no loyalty! 
What will happen to a Christian? No sense of responsi- 
bility . . . no dependability . . . shirkers of responsibilities 
... and refuses to accept the policies and principles of 
Christianity! You remember the warning of lukewarm- 
ness in the book of Revelation. If the condition continues 
to exist, Jesus Christ will come up to our institution, our 
church, our Christian lives seeking fruit, and if He finds 
none, the institution, the church, or the individuals will 
wilt away. 


CHRIST’S ATTITUDE 

We cherish a building because of its age. Jesus keeps a 
people because they bear fruit, and if Christians do not 
meet the spiritual need of present-day demands, if they 
do not satisfy the hunger for God in this age, He will say, 
“Let them be cut down, wither; remove them; a new one 
will take their place.” 

“And presently the fig tree withered away,” Matthew 
21:19c. Immediately! When was His miracle performed 
any other way than immediately? God said, “Let there be 
light,” and there was light, immediately. In every miracle 
He performed we have immediateness, instancy, obed- 
ience without reluctance, reply without hesitation. 

Every Christian person should pray this prayer and 
mean it: 

Set us afire, Lord; stir us we pray.

She is one who not only. provides the a gee needs of 
her household, but also the spiritual. She is a diligent 
woman, not idle, but one who seems to have within her a 
never-failing spring of activity, constantly alert to the 
needs of her household. 

She is a capable woman. She not only knows the needs 
of her household, but in wisdom provides the needs. 

She is a disciplinarian, not altogether in inflicting 
punishment, but in setting a standard of living and in- 
structing and helping her household live up to that 
standard, which to a Christian mother is God’s standard. 

She is a kind woman. Solomon says, “In her tongue is 
the law of kindness.”

Modern mothers want their children to 

enjoy the advantages of this new day. They 
want them, if possible, to have a college 
diploma to hang on their bedroom walls, 
and what many of them regard as equally 
important—a bid to a fraternity or a 
sorority. 
They are desperately anxious that their 
daughters w.ll be popular, although the 
price of this popularity may not be con- 
sidered until it is too late. 

In short, they want their children to 
succeed, but the usual definition of success, 
in keeping with the trend of our day, is largely ma- 
terialistic. 

The result of all this is that the modern child is brought 
up in a decent 

cultured 
comfortable 
but thoroughly irreligious home. 
All around us, living in the very shadow of our large 
churches and beautiful cathedrals, children are growing 
up without a particle of religious training or influence. 

The parents of Such children have usually completely 
given up the search for religious moorings. 

At first, they probably had some sort of vague idealism 
as to what their children should be taught. 

They recall something of the religious instruction re- 
ceived when they were children, and they feel that some- 
thing like that ought to be passed on to the children of 
today, but they can’t do it, 

because the simple truth is that they have nothing to 
give. 

Our modern broadmindedness has taken religious edu- 
cation out of the day schools. Our modern way of living 
and our modern irreligion have taken it out of the homes. 

There remains only one place where it may be ob- 
tained, 

and that is in the Sunday School, 
but it is no longer fashionable to attend Sunday School. 
The result is that there is very little religious education, 
and parents who lack it themselves are not able to give 
it to their children—so it is a case of “the blind leading 
the blind,” and both children and parents will almost 
invariably end up in the ditch of uncertainty and irre- 
ligion. 


AS YOU THINK of your own mother, re- 
membering her with love and gratitude—in wishful 
yearning 

or lonely longing... 
I am quite sure that the memories that warm and soften 
your heart are not at all like the memories the children 
of today will have . 
For you are, no doubt, remembering the smell of the 
starch in your mother’s apron 
or the smell of a newly ironed blouse 
the smell of newly baked bread 
the fragrance of the violets she had pinned on 
her breast. ; 
It would be such a pity if all that one could remember 
would be the aroma of toasted tobacco, 
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or nicotine 
and the offensive odor of beer on the 
breath! 

The challenge to twentieth century moth- 
herhood is as old as motherhood itself. Al- 
though the average American mother has 
advantages that pioneer women never 
knew—material advantages 

education 
culture 

advances made by science and medicine 
although the modern mother knows a great 
deal more about sterilization, diets, health, 
calories, germs, drugs, medicines, and vit- 
amins, than her mother did, there is one 
subject about which she does not know as 


much— 


and that is God. 

The modern challenge to motherhood is the eternal 
challenge—that of being godly women. 

The very phrase sounds strange in our ears. We never 
hear it now. 

We hear about every other kind of women— 

beautiful women, 
smart women, 
sophisticated women, 
career women, 
talented women, 
divorced women, 
but so seldom do we hear of a godly woman—or of a 
godly man either, for that matter. 

I believe women come nearer fulfilling their God-given 
function in the home than anywhere else. 

It is a much nobler thing to be a good wife than to be 
Miss America. 

It is a greater achievement to establish a Christian 
home than it is to produce a second- fate novel filled 
with filth. 

It is a far, far better thing | in the realm of morals to 
be old-fashioned than tobe ultramodern. = 

The world has enough wonien who know how to hold 
their cocktails 

who have lost all their illusions 
and their faith. - 
The world has enough women who know how to be smart. 

It needs women who are willing to be simple. 

The world has enough women who know how to be bril- 
liant. 

It needs some who will be brave. 

The world has enough women who are popular. 

It needs more who are pure. . 

We need women, and men, too, who would rather be 
morally right than socially correct. 

Let us not fool ourselves—without Christianity 

without Christian education 

without the principles of Christ 
inculcated into young life, we are simply rearing pagans. 

Physically, they will be perfect. 

Intellectually, they will be brilliant. 

But spiritually, they will be pagan. 

Let us not fool ourselves.

the principles of Christ.

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They can neer be taught to a child unless the mother 
herself knows them and practices them every day. 


If you have no prayer life yourself, it is rather a useless 
gesture to make your child say his prayers every night. 

If you never enter a church, it is rather futile to send 
your child to Sunday School. 

If you make a practice of telling social lies, it will be 
difficult to teach your child to be truthful. 

If you say cutting things about your neighbors and about 
fellow members in the church, it will be hard for your 
child to learn the meaning of kindness. 

The twentieth century challenge to motherhood—when 
it is all boiled down—is that mothers will have an experi- 
ence of God... a reality which they can pass on to their 
children. For the newest of the sciences is beginning to 
realize, after a study of the teachings of Christ from the 
standpoint of psychology, that only as human beings dis- 
cover and follow these inexorable spiritual laws will they 
find the happiness and contentment which we all seek. 

A minister tells of going to a hospital to visit a mother 
whose first child had been born. 

She was distinctly a modern girl. 
Her home was about average for young married people. 

“When I came into the room she was propped up in bed 
writing. 

‘Come in,’ she said, smiling. ‘I’m in the midst of house- 
cleaning and I want your help.’ 

“I had never heard of a woman house-cleaning while 
in a hospital bed. Her smile was contagious—she seemed 
to have found a new and jolly idea. 

“‘T’ve had a wonderful chance to think here,’ she be- 
gan, ‘and it may help me to get things straightened out 
in my mind if I can talk to you.’ 

She put down her pencil and pad, and folded her hands. 
Then she took a long breath and started: 

“Ever since I. was a little girl, I hated any sort of re- 
straint. I always wanted to be free. When I finished high 
school, I took a business course and got a job—not be- 
cause I needed the money—but because I wanted to be 
on my own. 

“ ‘Before Joe and I were married, we used to say that 
we would not be slaves to each other. And after we mar- 
ried our apartment became headquarters for a crowd just 
like us. We weren’t really bad—but we did just what we 
pleased.’ 

“She stopped for a minute and smiled ruefully. 

‘God didn’t mean much to us—we ignored Him. None of 
us wanted children—or we thought we didn’t. And when 
I knew I was going to have a baby I was afraid.’ 

“She stopped again and looked puzzled. ‘Isn’t it funny, 
the things you used to think?’ 

“She had almost forgotten I was there—she was speak- 
ing to the old girl she had been before her great adven- 


_ ture. 


“Then remembering me suddenly—she went on: 
‘Where was I? Oh, yes, well, things are different now. I’m 
not free any more and I don’t want to be. And the first 
thing I must do is to clean house.’ 

“Here she picked up the sheet of paper lying on the 
counterpane. ‘That’s my house-cleaning list. You see, 
when I take Betty home from the hospital with me— 
our apartment will be her home—not just mine and Joe’s. 

“‘And it isn’t fit for her now. Certain things will have 
to go—for Betty’s sake. And I’ve got to house-clean my 
heart and mind. I’m not just myself—I’m Betty’s mother. 
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And that means I need God. I can’t do my job without 
Him. 
Won’t you pray for Betty and me and Joe, 

and for our new home?’ 

“And I saw in her all the mothers of today—mothers 
in tiny apartments and on lonely farms... 

Mothers in great houses and in suburban cottages who 
are meeting the age-old challenge—‘that of bringing 
their children to the love and knowledge of God.’ 

“And I seemed to see our Saviour—with His arms full 
of children of faraway Judea—saying to that mother 
and to all mothers—the old invitation so much needed in 
these times: 

‘Suffer the little children to come 

unto me and forbid forbid them not, for of 

such is the kingdom of God.’” 

I believe that this generation of young people has 
courage enough to face the challenging future. 

I believe that their idealism is not dead. I believe that 
they have the same bravery and the same devotion to 
the things worth while that their grandmother had. 

I have every confidence that they are anxious to pre- 
serve the best of our heritage, and God knows if we lose 
it here in this country it is forever gone. 

I believe that the women of today will not be unmind- 
ful of their responsibilities; that is why I have dared to 
speak so honestly.

VOLUNTEER TO TAKE PLACE 
OF MARTYRED PASTOR 


GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala 
(EP) Repercussions of the mob vio- 
lence which took the life of National 
Holiness Pastor Maximiliano Vasquez 
in Alotenango continue to be heard. 
Funeral services were held in the capi- 
tal city with nearly a thousand evan- 
gelical Christians in attendance. An 
experienced missionary of another so- 
ciety reports that it was the most im- 

ressive funeral he had ever witnessed 
Guatemala City. A number of ar- 
rests have been made, but the church 
and the family of the slain pastor pre- 
fer not to press charges. The governor, 
however, has declared that the guilty 
must be brought to justice. The priest 
who is accused of instigating the 
crime is reported to be in hiding. On 
Sunday afternoon recently, Evangelist 
Israel Garcia spoke to a public meet- 
ing in the auditorium of the Central 
American Bible Institute of Guate- 
mala City. In the course of his address 
he called for volunteers willing to take 
the place of the martyred pastor. 
There were 12 who stood up. 


A reliable source states that of all 
the first-term missionaries who have 
gone to India since the end of World 
War II (1945), sixty per cent have left 
India with no intention of returning. 
A large number—probably a majority 
—left even before their first term had 
ended. Considering the cost of equip- 
ment, passage, language school, and 
salary, the loss is staggering. No corp- 
oration could continue to operate wi 
such a personnel and financial loss. 
Nor can ul thinking cover up 
the blow to India’s evangelization 
which this represents. 


KOREAN PRESIDENT DEFENDED 
AT YFC CONVENTION 

WINONA LAKE, Indiana (EP) The 
pastor of the largest church in Korea 
and an accredi United Nations cor- 
respondent —— in asking that 
America do the right thing, not the 
expedient thing, in the present crisis 
in Korea. Speaking to 5, people at 
the 9th Youth for Christ Convention, 
Pastor K. C. Han, minister of the 
Hong Nok Presbyterian Church in 
Seoul, and Dr. Robert Pierce, of Port- 
land, Oregon, defended President 
Syngman Rhee for his present actions. 
Said Pierce, who has interviewed him 
three times: “President Rhee is a fine 
Christian man. He realizes that the 
risoners of war would be martyred 
f the Communists got them. A —_ 
Korea cannot s ve economically 


and only one out of six soldiers in

North Korea today is a Korean; all 
others are Communists. “Rhee knows 
the worthlessness of a Communist 
agreement.” 

Pierce and Pastor Han _ revealed 
that churches were flourishing in 
every POW camp, that 18 full-time 
evangelists were working among the 
prisoners, that 36,000 were enrolled 
in a Bible correspondence course and 
that at least had professed 
Christ as Saviour. The Korean leader, 
standing only five feet and weighing 
less than 100 pounds, was in -7ae- 
any in North Korea when the fight- 

g started. He made his way to South 
Korea with other refugees: Last 
Christmas he interpreted for Evan- 
= Billy Graham in his meetings 

ere. 

Youth from 36 states and six for- 
eign lands have been in attendance 
at the two-week Youth for Christ Con- 
ference which saw Dr. Robert Cook 
and Dr. Billy Graham reelected as 
President and Vice President of the 
organization. Cook revealed that al- 
most $500,000 was used in the past 
12 months in evangelism work around 
the world. He called for two major 
conventions here next summer—one 
for North America from July 4-11 and 
one with representatives from around 
the world from July 11-18 in the In- 
ternational Convention. The seventh 
World Congress on Evangelism likely 
would be held in South America or 
= Africa in the first months of 

“We still have but one major goal,” 
Cook told the crowd of 5,000 at the 
close of the first offical day of con- 
vention business. “That is to go where 
people are in this world and present, 
as clearly as possible, the gospel of the 
Lord Jesus and what-it means to be 
a Christian. We need thousands of 
young people to help us do that major 
job of world evangelism in this our 
generation.”

PEOPLE RARELY GO MORE THAN 
A MILE TO CHURCH 

In a recent survey of Oregon, made 
by the Oregon Council of Churches, it 
was discovered that churches draw 
their members largely from a one- 
mile radius; that only 8.5 per cent of 
the rural population attend church, 
while 50.9 per cent of the population 
of cities attend. As a result of the 
survey, a campaign is under way to 
establish more churches in the small 
villages and rural areas where the 
population is largely unchurched. The 
location of these churches will be 
largely supervised by the Oregon 
Council of Churches. 

The economic effects at home of the 
Korean War are revealed in the 12 
per cent increase in cost of living; 
value of the dollar dropped from 58 
cents to 52 cents; the increased Gov- 
ernment debt from 257.4 billions to 
267.4 billions; and tax payment in- 
creases from 35 billions to 65 billions a 
year. 

The National Industrial Conference 
Board estimates that the American 
people are worth in excess of 800 bil- 
lion; autos, 55 billion; insurance, 50 
billions; farms, 100 billion; real estate, 
100 billion; liquid assets, 240 billion; 
homes 210 billion; and unincorporated 
businesses, 65 billion. The average 
family is worth about $15,000; and half 
of the families own homes. 


A “talking book” of twenty-four 
seven-inch phonograph records cover- 
ing the reading of the entire Kin 
James Version of the New Testamen 
went on sale recently in a New York 
department store. The album, which 

lays a little more than twenty-three 

ours by means of an inexpensive 
phonograph attachment, is the first 
such volume to be sold commercially 
in bookstores. The manufacturer says 
it is intended for general use as well 
as for the blind. 


More than 100,000 children 
marched in the 124th Anniversary 
Day ny in Brooklyn June 5, mark- 
ing the founding of the Brooklyn Sun- 
day School Union in 1816. Robert A. 
Vogeler, recent prisoner of the Hun- 
garian Government, was the principal 
speaker at a luncheon preceding the 
parade. He said: “One of the most 
re weapons at our command is
